Worth Investigating 


William B. Shearer, inventor of the torpedo boat and an au- 


thority on everything but the most intimate of naval affairs is 
authority for the somewhat disconcerting statement that the 
American navy is woefully-"out of date." The Washington 
conference, he points out, aimed at a 5-5-3 ratio with the Unit 
ed States in the role of one of the "5's" but resulted, with oui 
alleged antiquated equipment, in placing .this country at the 
end of a 5-5-1 ratio schedule. 


Mr. Shearer goes on to paint out the neglect, or what he 


claims is the neglect, which has characterized the upkeep ot 
the navy. He declares that the armored decks protecting the 
vast stores of ammunition' and fuel are of insufficient thickness 
to withstand the heavy projectiles' included in the armament 
of British and Japanese guns. The danger from torpedoes, he 
believes, has not been minimized. The average range of the 
British naval gun is 1,000 yards greater than the average range 
of the American naval gun. The ships of the Hood and Rod- 
ney classes of the British fleet, he further states, could "sail 
rings around" .our vessels of the Colorado and California 
classes, the crack type. 


While Mr. Shearer's figures, emanating from an unofficial 


source, are not convincing, they merit an official Navy reply. 
American may find it expedient to curtail her land forces, but 
she cannot afford to curtail her naval strength. To do so is to 
jeopardize national security.

Wilhelm Admits It 


It is quite enlightening- when the former kaiser, Wilhelm, 


admits that it was America that won the war. In the book of 
Lieut. Col. Nieman just translated the former overlord of all 
the Germans agrees with opinion on this side of the water that 
the struggle would have been lost to the Allies had not Ameri- 
ca intervened, or at least an indecisive conflict would have re- 
sulted. 


• 
Certainly no one should have a better opportunity to view 


the whys and wherefors of the German defeat than Kaiser 
Wilhelm. It is significant (and the kaiser no doubt has taken 
cognizance' of this fact) that not until the doughboy had set 
foot upon French soil was the stability of the German throne 
threatened. True, there had been vague undercurrents of un- 
rest, but wisely fed propaganda more than took care of this sit- 
uation. 


But the kaiser adds that we entered the war for °;reed 
A 


denial would be useless for it would be refuted as promptly as 
made. Let it suffice, however, that the element of greed enter- 
.mg into the American decision was as an 'atom to a mountain 
compared with the possibilities of greed in a German victory.
